From  1884  to  1908  Miss  Thompson  taught  in 
the  Medina  High  School.  After  retiring  for 
twelve  years,  she  taught  for  a short  time  in  the 
Medina  County  Rural  Schools.  In  1933,  she 
retired  from  teaching  and  took  up  residence  at 
the  Virginia  Gay  Home  in  Worthington  where 
her  death  occurred. 

1892 

Rev.  Joseph  P.  Kerr,  t.  passed  away  June  13, 
1950.  in  Jacksonville,  Illinois. 

Before  attending  Oberlin’s  Theological  Semi- 
nary. Mr.  Kerr  was  graduated  from  Union  Bib- 
lical Seminary  in  1891.  He  was  graduated 
from  Oberlin  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  and  later  attended  Wooster  College 
where  he  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
1898  and  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1899. 
In  1900  Chicago  Theological  Seminary  awarded 
him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 

As  a Congregational  pastor.  Rev.  Kerr  held 
pastorates  in  Nebraska.  Indiana,  Minnesota,  and 
Illinois.  Later,  he  engaged  in  farming  neai 
Versailles,  Illinois. 

Following  his  retirement.  Rev.  Kerr  lived  in 
Jacksonville  and  it  was  here  he  died  following  a 
heart  attack. 

Surviving  is  his  wife  Mrs.  Eunice  Pike  Kerr, 
x’97. 

1900 

Mrs.  Howard  Edgerton  (Jessie  Miller)  died 
July  6,  1950,  at  the  Mercy  Hospital  in  Cadillac, 
Michigan. 

Following  her  graduation  from  Oberlin,  Mrs. 
Edgerton  taught  in  the  Cadillac  public  schools 
for  one  year.  In  1902  she  moved  to  Sharon, 
Pennsylvania,  with  her  husband.  Howard.  '00. 
They  lived  in  Sharon  for  five  years. 

The  Edgertons  returned  to  Cadillac  in  1937 
where  Mr.  Edgerton  was  in  business  until  his 
death  in  1927. 

Mrs.  Edgerton  continued  as  an  active  mem- 
ber of  her  community.  As  a member  of  the 
board  of  education,  the  library  board  and  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  YMCA  and  YWCA. 
Mrs.  Edgerton  contributed  generously  of  her 
time  to  these  organizations  throughout  her  life. 
She  was  a member  of  innumerable  organizations 
in  Cadillac  and  was  particularly  active  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  and  its  mission 
projects. 

She  is  survived  by  six  nieces  and  nephews.

On  August  22,  1950.  Tracy  E.  Tuthill,  mT4, 
head  of  the  mathematics  department  of  Nichols 
School,  Buffalo,  New  York,  was  killed  in  an 
automobile  accident. 

After  graduating  cum  laude  from  Oberlin  in 
1912  and  receiving  his  master’s  degree  in  1914, 
Mr.  Tuthill  enlisted  in  the  Army  and  rose  to  the 
rank  of  captain.  After  the  war,  he  was  em-

ployed  by  the  Martin  Aircraft  Corporation  in 
Baltimore  for  several  years. 

He  joined  the  faculty  of  the  Nichols  Schocd 
m 1926  after  instructing  at  Power  Hill.  Academy, 
Maryland.  Since  1933,  he  had  b$en  head  of  the 
mathematics  department  at  Nichols. 

Paying  tribute  to  Mr.  Tuthill,  Headmaster 
Boocock  of  Nichols,  said:  “Mr.  Tuthill  was 
truly  a great  educator  as  well  as  a humanitarian 
and  student  of  world  affairs.  He  followed  the 
careers  of  his  students  through  college  and  later 
life  with  enormous  interest. 

“He  was  particularly  interested  in  the  field  of 
international  relations  and  brought  books  from 
all  over  the  world  on  his  favorite  subject  from 
which  he  quoted  to  both  students  and  the  faculty. 

“His  influence  on  the  faculty  was  profound. 
He  stimulated  our  younger  teachers.  The  qual- 
ity of  his  mind  kept  us  on  our  toes.  As  a disci- 
plinarian, he  never  gave  a student  a demerit  un- 
less the  boy  agreed  the  punishment  was  merited.” 

Surviving  is  his  wife. 

1921 

Leon  W.  Taylor,  x.  died  at  his  home  in  Day- 
ton.  Ohio.  August  25,  1950.  Mr.  Taylor  was 
well-known  during  his  student  days  at  Oberlin 
as  a star  athlete  and  a sound  student. 

A varied  career  following  his  days  at  Oberlin 
included  teaching,  coaching,  work  as  a maitre 
d’hotel,  and  extensive  work  in  the  publication 
field. 

A capable  journalist,  he  wrote  for  many  news- 
papers and  was  a member  of  the  Associated 
Negro  Press.  His  research  formed  the  basis  of

HTO  ROWENA  AND  RUSSELL 
Jelliffe,  T4,  a man-and-wife 
team  whose  unique  talents  in  the 
seemingly  unrelated  fields  of  social 
service  and  dramatics  inspired  the  first 
Negro  theatre  group  in  this  country, 
fame  and  recognition  have,  in  recent 
years,  come  easily  and  often. 

The  couple,  who  met  first  during 
their  student  days  in  Oberlin  almost 
40  years  ago,  have  received  a bountiful 
and  richly-deserved  share  of  the  usual 
honors  — from  honorary  degrees  to 
civic  plaques  and  awards. 

But  to  both,  particularly  welcome 
was  the  latest  recognition  of  their  work 
— an  invitation  last  month  to  take  an 
acting  group  from  their  famed  Karamu 
Theatre  in  Cleveland  to  Zurich,  Swit- 
zerland, to  appear  in  the  International 
Theater  Festival. 

The  invitation  was  especially  grati- 
fying because  it  was  a recognition  based 
solely  on  the  professional  skill  of  their 
amateur  performers,  and  not,  as  have 
been  so  many  of  their  honors,  on  the 
humanitarian  purpose  that  inspired  the 
theater. 

The  Jelliffes  are  co-directors  of 
Karamu  House,  of  which  the  theater  is

a part.  The  House  is  a neighborhood 
settlement  they  founded  in  the  Negro 
district  of  Cleveland  some  35  years  ago, 
and  which  has,  down  the  years,  become 
one  of  the  largest  and  certainly  the 
best  known  in  a city  where  settlements 
abound. 

It  is  a settlement  they  founded  in 
austere  modesty  on  a back  street  in  the 
Negro  community,  one  which  survived 
a destructive  fire,  but  one  which  now 
is  centered  in  a half-million  dollar,  still- 
growing center  of  striking  modernism. 

It  is  a settlement  which  pioneered 
the  development  of  Negro  dramatic 
groups,  and  one  which  has  become  the 
model  for  others  in  almost  all  the  great 
American  cities  with  large  Negro  popu- 
lations. 

Actually,  to  Clevelanders,  the  out- 
standing contribution  of  Karamu 
House  to  the  city’s  cultural  life  is  little 
more  unique  than  that  a man-and-wife 
team  should  have  built  it. 

Almost  from  their  first  meeting  in 
Oberlin,  their  careers  seemed  to  inter- 
twine. Both  majored  in  the  social  sci- 
ences, both  were  active  in  the  same 
campus  groups,  and  both,  on  gradua- 
tion with  the  Class  of  1914,  were 


awarded  scholarships  to  the  University 
of  Chicago. 

About  this  time  Cleveland,  a city 
which  had  for  almost  75  years  drawn 
on  the  masses  of  immigrants  from 
Europe  to  fill  its  growing  factories, 
faced  a problem,  and  found  a solution, 
common  to  many  northern  industrial 
cities  of  the  day.  The  stream  of  immi- 
gration was  drying  up,  and,  to  fill  the 
void,  Cleveland  industrialists  were 
hiring  more  and  more  Negroes.  The 
city’s  Negro  population  was  booming. 

The  Jelliffes  long  had  had  a special 
interest  in  the  problems  of  Negroes, 
whose  lot  they  considered  to  be  per- 
haps the  poorest  in  our  democracy,  and 
it  was  to  Cleveland  they  came,  im- 
mediately after  their  marriage  in  Chi- 
cago in  1915. 

They  organized  a neighborhood  set- 
tlement on  Cleveland’s  East  30th 
Street,  then  in  the  heart  of  the  Negro 
community,  and  themselves  moved  into 
a house  nearby. 

Cleveland,  always  a city  with  an  ex- 
pansive civic  conscience,  has  many 
settlements,  and  the  new  one  in  the 
Negro  district  attracted  little  attention 
in  its  early  years. 

But  the  Jelliffes  were  soon  well  and 
widely  known  in  their  own  small  com- 
munity, and  they  set  to  work  organiz- 
ing a program  with  particular  emphasis 
on  the  arts  — woodcarving,  sketching, 
painting. 

It  was  also  the  Jelliffes’  confirmed 
view  that  Negroes,  had,  by  nature,  a 
special  talent  for  dramatics,  and  soon 
the  acting  groups  which  were  to  be  the 
settlement’s  trademark  were  formed. 

Their  early  dramatic  efforts  were 
modest  enough,  but  the  excellence  of 
the  performances,  coupled  with  the 
unique  fact  that  the  Negro  acting 
group  was  perhaps  the  first  of  its  sort 
in  the  country,  soon  attracted  con- 
siderable attention. 

In  1922,  the  late  Charles  Gilpin,  then 
at  the  peak  of  his  popularity  as  Em- 
peror Jones,  paid  the  theater  a call,  and 
the  acting  group  was  promptly  named 
The  Gilpin  Players.  The  name  has 
stuck,  and,  in  a sense,  has  thus  per- 
petuated the  name  of  that  distinguished 
old  Negro  actor. 

The  players  made  their  own  sets, 
wrote  many  of  their  own  plays,  and, 
catching  the  crusading  zeal  of  the  Jel- 
liffes, lent  their  support  to  the  organi- 
zation of  other  Negro  acting  groups 
throughout  the  country. 

Their  progress  was  not  without  its 
discouragements,  for  the  depression 
years  were  difficult  ones  for  all  settle- 
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ment  groups.  And,  just  when  the  de- 
pression was  passing,  a fire  swept 
through  the  group’s  theater  on  Central 
Avenue. 

But  the  fire,  discouraging  and  de- 
structive as  it  was,  did  have  some  con- 
structive results.  The  players  were 
loaned  the  facilities  of  other  theaters, 
and  thus  attracted  the  attention  of  other 
audiences. 

The  Jelliffes,  accustomed  to  adver- 
sity, planned  a fund  raising  drive  to 
replace  their  fire-wrecked  playhouse, 
and  already  had  promises  of  generous 
support  when  the  war  suddenly  forced 
cancellation  of  both  their  building  and 
dramatic  programs. 

But  the  dramatic  programs  and  the 
fund  raising  effort  were  resumed  with 
typical  Jelliffe  gusto  as  soon  as  the 
war  ended. 

The  dramatic  group  moved  into  a 
small  part  of  the  new  Karamu  arts 
and  crafts  building,  and  within  months 
quantity  and  quality  had  surpassed  pre- 
war standards. 

The  fund  raising  drive  seemed  a 
more  difficult  task,  however,  for  al- 
though Cleveland  has  a tradition  of 
generosity  toward  projects  such  as  the 
Jelliffes  envisioned,  it  also  has  scores 
of  agencies,  each  with  its  own  worthy 
purpose,  and  each  needing  money.  For 
one  group  amidst  the  many,  to  raise  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  neces- 
sary for  a project  such  as  the  Jelliffes 
envisioned,  seemed  a staggering  task. 

But  the  difficulties  were  obviously 
not  insurmountable.  With  the  gen- 
erous help  of  the  Rockefeller  Founda- 
tion, and  with  individual  contributions 
from  hundreds  of  grateful  Clevelanders, 
the  Jelliffes  had,  by  1948,  some  $350,- 
000 — enough  to  begin  construction. 

In  May  of  1949,  with  Actor  Burgess 
Meredith  lending  the  dramatic  touch,

ground was  broken  for  the  new  theater, 
and  in  little  more  than  a year  the  first 
performances  were  staged. 

For  their  part  in  the  development  of 
Karamu  House,  Russell  and  Rowena 
Jelliffe  have,  in  recent  years,  received 
considerable  attention.  In  1941,  they 
were  awarded  the  Eisenmann  Award 
for  distinguished  community  service. 

In  1944,  Oberlin  College  awarded 
them  joint  honorary  degrees,  one  of  the 
rare  occasions  in  academic  history  when 
such  awards  were  made  simultane- 
ously to  a man  and  his  wife  for  the 
same  accomplishment. 

And,  in  1949,  the  Mayor  of  Cleve- 
land, Thomas  A.  Burke,  presented 
them  with  a silver  plaque  for  outstand-

ing  community  service. 

These  are  only  a few  of  the  many 
rewards  that  have  come  their  way.  But 
to  the  Jelliffes,  the  finest,  doubtless,  is 
Karamu  House  itself. 

The  Theater  stands  at  Quincy  Ave- 
nue and  East  89th  Street,  in  what  is 
now  the  heart  of  Cleveland’s  ever- 
growing Negro  section.  To  some,  it 
seems  a bit  out  of  place,  for  the  mag- 
nificent structure  rises  in  the  midst  of 
an  area  of  ugly,  overcrowded  tene- 
ments. 

But  to  others,  the  structure  is  a sym- 
bol of  better  things  to  come,  of  Negro 
accomplishment  and  progress,,  that 
spells  the  end  finally  of  the  slums  that 
surround  it.

The  vol- 
ume was  prepared  under  the  editorship 
of  Vergilius  Ferm,  and  the  publisher  is 
the  Philosophical  Library,  New  York. 
The  chapters  are  written  by  forty-one 
professors  of  philosophy,  representing 
American,  Canadian,  European,  and 
Asiatic  academic  institutions.  A wide 
range  of  philosophical  trends  is  pre- 
sented, from  ancient  times  of  East  and 
West  down  to  the  present  day. 

In  August,  Professor  Ben  Lewis 
delivered  the  opening  lecture  of  the 
workshop  in  economic  education  at 
Muhlenberg  College,  Allentown,  Penn- 
sylvania. Nine  lectures  were  given  by 
outstanding  authorities  on  economic 
problems  in  the  course  of  the  two-week 
workshop  for  high  school  teachers  of 
economics.  Professor  Lewis’  subject 
was  "The  Economic  Problem  in  Peace 
and  War.” 

John  C.  Lapp’s  book,  Contes  divers 
de  trois  siecles,  was  published  early  in 
August.  This  collection  of  fifteen  short 
stories,  designed  primarily  for  second- 
year  college  students  of  French,  con- 
tains 11  stories  that  have  not  before 
been  edited  for  classroom  use.  The 
stories  from  three  centuries  may  be 
used  as  an  organizing  center  from 
which  to  carry  the  student  to  the  in- 
tellectual, social,  and  cultural  move- 
ments of  the  different  epochs. 

Professor  John  W.  Kurtz  has 
returned  to  his  teaching  duties  in  Ober- 
lin following  two  years  in  Germany 
where  he  served  as  advisor  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  high  commissioner  for  Ger- 
many. 

Professor  Emeritus  John  Con- 
rad has  returned  to  Fisk  University 
where  he  will  continue  to  teach  sing- 
ing.

Drawings  in  the  Allen  Memorial  Art  Museum 


\V7hAT  LETTERS  AND  diaries, 
’ V notes  and  first  drafts  signify  to 
a poet,  sketches  and  drawings  are  to  a 
visual  artist  . . . and  perhaps  in  even 
greater  measure.  Drawings  are  highly 
personal,  born  of  immediate  creative 
desire,  quickly  realized.  They  are  not 
constrained  by  the  deliberate  craftsman- 
ship demanded  in  arts  more  slowly  la- 
bored in  paint  or  stone.  They  are  living 
embodiments  of  the  artist’s  inner  na- 
ture and  personality,  unselfconscious 
because  usually  they  are  meant  for  no 
one  else  but  himself.  They  are,  in  ef- 
fect, graphic  traces  of  an  inner  process. 

For  anyone  who  aspires  to  an  under- 
standing of  pictures — to  connoisseur- 
ship,  or  who  desires  the  excitement  of 
discovery,  drawings  are  to  be  recom- 
mended. There  should  be  one  qualifi- 
cation: the  drawings  must  be  of  the 
finest  quality. 

Perhaps  you  possess  one  or  more 
satisfying  drawings.  If  you  do,  the 
chances  are  you  know  what  you  like, 
and  learned  to  know  your  preferences 
through  your  own  efforts.  But  too  often 
we  involuntarily  become  "collectors” 
thanks  to  inheritances  or  wedding 
presents,  but  later  on,  after  the  appeal 


of  these  unchosen  things  is  gone,  and 
our  judgment  and  preferences  have 
changed,  the  pictures  remain  on  our 
walls.  Instead  of  that,  we  should  by 
all  means  dispose  of  these  objects  if 
sentiment  permits.  Thoughtful  owner- 
ship means  observation  and  observa- 
tion develops  criticism.  But  above  all, 
you  should  choose  what  you  like. 

Of  course,  collecting  can  become  a 


great  expense.  But  drawings  come 
everywhere  from  fifty  cents  to  thou- 
sands of  dollars,  so  the  economic  as- 
pects of  acquisition  need  not  be  for- 
midable. The  great  and  recognized 
masters  come  high  of  course,  but  many 
"minor”  masters  have  had  brilliant  mo- 
ments; it  is  in  the  search  for  these  that 
the  most  pleasurable  surprises  may 
come.  Fortunately,  Oberlin  College 
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possesses  the  nucleus  of  a good  collec- 
tion of  drawings.  This  group  may  re- 
main small  because  of  the  rarity  and 
cost  of  certain  masters'  works,  artists 
whose  works  it  is  desirable  for  Oberlin 
to  own  inasmuch  as  they  are  inseparab- 
ly linked  to  the  historical  aspects  of  the 
college  curriculum.  In  the  score  or  so 
of  drawings  you  may  see  in  the  Allen 
Memorial  Art  Museum,  several  coun- 
tries and  periods  are  represented,  and 
you  will  find  superior  works,  old  and 
new,  by  Ingres,  Picasso,  Koninck,  Koll- 
witz,  Seurat,  Rubens,  Guercino,  Cassat, 
Heemskerk,  Hartley  and  Degas,  to 
name  a few.  Four  of  these  are  illus- 
trated here. 

Not  only  is  a drawing  infinitely 
superior  to  a painting  as  an  autograph, 
because  the  more  elaborate  medium 
imposes  restrictions  upon  the  freedom 
of  the  artist,  but  also  a drawing  truth- 
fully may  be  said  to  demand  of  him 
more  than  a painting:  at  the  very  mo- 
ment of  creation  he  must  select,  decide, 
eliminate  and  record.  Likewise,  never 
can  an  artist  stand  closer  to  nature 
than  in  a drawing  or  a sketch.  In  the 
longer  process  of  painting  an  artist 
often  moves  far  away  from  his  source 
— from  nature  (but  not  necessarily  by 
choice;  I am  not  referring  here  to  con- 
temporary pictures  of  the  "concrete" 
type  that  are,  in  themselves,  nature).  In 
the  felicitous  phrasing  of  the  dean  of 
connoisseurs.  Max  J.  Friedlaender,  "The 
drawing  stands  in  the  same  relation  to 
painting  as  a mountain  brook  to  a canal. 
In  many  cases  the  draughtsman  is  not 
complying  with  a wish  from  outside, 
does  not  carry  out  an  order:  he  feels 
himself  free  in  mood  and  fancy,  alone 
with  himself  as  speaking  a monologue. 
Moreover,  a drawing  has  hardly  ever 
suffered  from  distortion,  subsequent 
alteration  or  falsification.  Everything 
lies  there  open  to  the  day,  as  at  the 
moment  of  its  birth." 

Oberlin’s  small  collection  has,  of 
course,  many  gaps  from  the  point  of 
view  of  historical  representation  which 
may  some  day  be  closed.  To  compen- 
sate for  this  deficiency  meanwhile,  ex- 
hibitions of  drawings  lent  for  the  pur- 
pose will  be  arranged  from  time  to  time 
in  the  museum.  The  first  of  these 
shows  is  to  be  of  eighteenth  century 
drawings  from  France  and  Italy  and 
will  bring  superb  masterpieces  to  col- 
lege students  and  other  hundreds  of 
museum  visitors.  The  elegant  Rococo 
of  France  and  the  similar  artistic 
manifestation  of  the  Italy  of  that  time, 
will  be  magnificently  represented  in 
about  tweny-four  drawings  by  Piranesi, 
Piazetta,  Guardi,  Canaletto  and  Tie- 
polo for  Italy,  Boucher,  Fragonard  and 
Watteau  for  France. 

These  are  delicate  and  fragile  nota- 
tions. designs,  studies,  ideas,  gaugings 
and  models  of  breathtaking  quality,

lent  by  our  museums  and  by  private 
owners  who  have  faith  in  the  instruc- 
tive value  of  showing  such  expressive 
images  here,  and  have  foreknowledge 
of  the  pleasure  and  excitement  each 
drawing  will  bring  when  properly  re- 
garded. 

This  eighteenth  century  collection 
will  be  shown  between  January  4th  and 
31st.  Among  those  lending  are  John 
Nicholas  Brown  of  Providence,  Samuel 
Kramarsky  and  Janos  Scholz  of  New 
York,  The  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art, 
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the  Fogg  Museum  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, The  Art  Institute  of  Chicago,  The 
Morgan  Library  and  Princeton  Uni- 
versity Art  Museum.  You  are  cordially 
invited  to  attend  this  exhibition,  and 
it  is  sincerely  hoped  you  will.  If  you 
are  a member  of  the  Oberlin  Friends 
of  Art  you  will  receive,  at  a later  date, 
an  invitation  to  a special  preview  of 
the  drawings.

Gridders  Chalk  Up  Four  Wins 


With  some  backs  that  can  go  and 
a defensive  line  that  can  stop  ’em, 
Oberlin’s  60th  grid  season  got  off  to 
a good  start  as  the  Yeomen  rolled  over 
Wittenberg,  32-7,  won  an  uphill,  14- 
10  decision  over  Allegheny,  defeated 
DePauw  34-13,  and  smashed  Hamil- 
ton 52-0. 

In  the  opener,  three  sophomore 
backs,  Robert  Burnham,  Roger  Mi- 
chael and  Larry  Foulk,  scored  four  of 
the  touchdowns  and  senior  Chester 
McPhee  went  over  for  the  other  on  a 
42-yard  pass  play  from  veteran  quar- 
terback Kevney  O'Connor,  ’51.  The 
following  week  it  was  sophomores 
again;  Burnham  and  end  Geoffrey 
Blodgett  scored. 

Coming  in  for  a big  cut  of  the  praise 
should  also  be  the  defensive  line  which 
stopped  the  ground  attack  of  both 
Wittenberg  and  Allegheny.  Two  big 
sophomore  tackles,  Daniel  Buckley  and 
William  Hinckley,  along  with  Captain 
Robert  Ebel,  ’51,  Lynn  Partridge,  ’52, 
and  Robert  Mack,  ’51,  make  a five-man 
line  averaging  more  than  200  pounds. 
Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  lineman, 
however,  is  senior  Ira  Young  who  plays 
a great  game  on  both  defense  end  and 
offense  at  tackle. 

Oberlin’s  strength  after  the  Witten- 
berg victory  was  still  very  much  of  a 
question  mark  as  the  Tigers  seemed 
rather  impotent.  However,  the  next 
week  Wittenberg  ran  roughshod,  82-0, 
over  Capital  to  give  the  Oberlin  stock 
quite  a boost. 

Directing  the  Yeoman  offense  and 
making  it  click  is  senior  Kev  O’Connor, 
top  forward  passer  of  the  Ohio  Con- 
ference last  year  and  off  to  a good 
start  again  this  season  with  18  comple- 
tions in  37  attempts  for  a total  of  243 
yards  and  two  touchdowns. 

Oberlin  32 — Wittenberg  7 

The  crowd  had  hardly  settled  in 
their  seats  when  the  Yeomen  racked  up 
their  initial  score  of  the  ’50  season. 
After  receiving  the  kickoff,  Witten- 
berg was  forced  to  punt  and  Oberlin 
took  over  on  the  midfield  stripe.  Two 
passes  from  O’Connor  to  McPhee  and 
Bart  Harrison  ate  up  most  of  the  dis- 
tance and  Burnham  went  the  remain- 
ing 1 1 yards  on  an  end  run.  Fumbles 
killed  two  scoring  thrusts  in  the  second 
period  and  the  half  ended  with  the 
score  still  6-0. 

During  the  intermission,  the  band 
displayed  their  new  uniforms  and  put 


on  several  clever  formations  depicting 
their  new  hats,  coats,  trousers  and 
shoes  as  well  as  the  traditional  "O"  and 
"W”  for  Wittenberg. 

Burnham  brought  the  opening  kick- 
off of  the  second  half  back  38  yards 
and  was  almost  away  for  the  whole  dis- 
tance. McPhee  and  Michael  then  lugged 
the  ball  to  the  five  in  six  plays  and 
Michael  cut  over  right  tackle  for  the 
score.  A few  minutes  later,  following 
an  out-of-bounds  punt  on  the  42, 
O’Connor  passed  one  of  his  long  ones 
to  McPhee  who  gathered  it  in  on  the 
15  and  sprinted  over  to  make  it  19-0. 

Late  in  the  third  period,  Oberlin 
started  another  drive  from  their  50 
which  resulted  in  their  fourth  TD  on 
the  fourth  play  of  the  final  period. 
This  time  it  was  Foulk  who  crossed 
the  goal  line  on  a five-yard  end  sweep 
and  early  in  the  last  quarter  he  re- 
peated with  a 22-yard  payoff  run.  Paul 
Veazey  kicked  the  two  placements.  It 
was  not  until  late  in  the  last  quarter 
against  a third  and  fourth  string  ag- 
gregation that  Wittenberg  was  able  to 
put  on  a sustained  drive  to  their  only 
score  just  50  seconds  before  the  gun. 

Oberlin  14  — Allegheny  10 

At  Allegheny  it  was  a tough  uphill 
battle  after  spotting  the  Gators  to  a 
3-0  halftime  lead.  The  Gators  had  a 
veteran  outfit  with  22  lettermen. 

It  was  a game  between  two  very 
evenly  matched  teams.  It  was  Kev 
O'Connor  and  Oberlin’s  pass  receivers 
who  proved  the  winning  difference. 

Midway  in  the  third  period  Oberlin 
began  to  click.  After  an  out-of-bounds 
punt  on  the  Oberlin  49,  the  Yeomen 
were  set  back  to  the  44,  and  then  Kev 
hit  Foulk  with  a 19-yarder  to  the  Gator 
37.  An  incomplete  pass  was  followed 
by  the  longest  run  thus  far  this  season. 
Burnham  shot  through  the  line,  outran 
the  secondary,  and  went  all  the  way 
down  the  sideline.  Veazey  made  it  7-3. 

Two  minutes  later,  the  score  stood  at 
14-3  as  Kev  completed  four  straight 
passes. 

The  Gators’  one  touchdown  drive 
in  the  final  period  covered  87  yards 
but  it  took  two  pass  interference  penal- 
ties of  24  and  26  yards  to  make  it 
possible.  The  final  penalty  of  26  yards 
gave  the  Gators  a first  down  on  the 
one-yard  line  and  Mclndoe  bucked 
over.  Utberg’s  educated  toe,  the  one 
which  beat  Oberlin  21-20  last  year, 
made  it  14-10. 


Soccer  Team  Opens  Season  With 
Decisive  Win  Over  Reserve  Squad 

Oberlin’s  soccer  team,  which  was 
undefeated  last  year,  opened  its  1950 
season  on  a promising  note,  pinning  a 
10-0  whitewash  on  Western  Reserve. 
Captain  Dick  Dudley’s  three  goals  led 
the  Yeoman  who  scored  in  every  period. 

Thoroughly  dominating  the  play  and 
keeping  the  ball  in  Reserve  territory 
throughout  most  of  the  contest,  Ober- 
lin’s team  chalked  up  a 10-goal  final 
count  which  surpassed  last  year’s  rec- 
ord of  nine  markers,  also  amassed  at 
the  expense  of  a Reserve  team. 

Coach  Ben  Collins  substituted  freely 
during  the  game,  with  all  of  his  second 
stringers  and  most  of  the  third  team 
seeing  action. 

Balked  by  a tricky  wind  and  an  early 
dogged  Reserve  defense,  the  Yeomen 
broke  the  ice  after  twelve  minutes  in 
the  first  period  had  elapsed;  they  then 
poured  in  three  goals  in  a single  minute 
of  play.  Dudley’s  opening  tally  was 
followed  within  seconds  by  successful 
shots  by  Browne  and  Bellows. 

Oberlin’s  starting  lineup  included 
Richard  Dudley,  ’51,  and  Joseph  Mol- 
der,  ’53,  at  the  wings;  Peter  Bellows, 
’52,  and  Prince  Browne,  ’52,  inside; 
John  Atwater,  ’51,  center;  Robert 
Buechner,  ’52,  Robert  Palmer,  ’53,  and 
Glenn  Carter,  ’51,  halfbacks;  Robert 
Shults,  ’51,  and  George  Reid,  ’53,  full- 
backs; and  Richard  Miller,  ’52,  in  the 
goal. 

Yeoman  Cross  Country  Team 
Wins  Over  Baldwin-Wallace 

Dan  Kinsey’s  Yeoman  harriers,  Con- 
ference champions  the  past  two  years, 
opened  their  '50  season  with  an  over- 
whelming 18  to  43  score  over  Baldwin- 
Wallace. 

The  Yeomen,  led  by  junior  Dave 
Staley  who  also  broke  the  B-W  course 
record,  were  never  in  trouble,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  lopsided  total.  Staley’s 
winning  time  of  19:21  was  19  seconds 
better  than  the  previous  record  set 
by  Phil  Lafer  of  B-W  in  1949. 

Captain  Justin  Frost,  '51,  finished 
second  and  Joseph  Brough,  '51,  a close 
third  with  times  of  19:46  and  19:48. 
Other  Oberlin  scorers  were  John  Tan- 
ner, ’51,  with  a time  of  19:59;  Robert 
Whitney,  ’52,  20:23;  David  Emory, 
’52,  20:24;  and  Arnold  Meardon,  52, 
20:25. 

The  B-W  victory  was  the  1 00th  tri- 
umph for  Kinsey-coached  cross  country 
teams.  Since  Kinsey’s  coming  here  in 
1928,  his  harriers  have  won  an  even 
100,  lost  41  and  captured  14  Confer- 
ence championships.  In  addition  to  the 
14  crowns,  his  teams  have  finished  2nd 
three  times,  third  twice  and  there  were 
no  meets  during  three  of  the  wartime 
years.

A COLLEGE  CASTS  its  shadow  a 
long  way.  At  least  that  has  been 
true  of  Ruby  Ana  Holton  who  did 
undergraduate  study  in  physical  edu- 
cation and  graduate  study  in  psychol- 
ogy at  Oberlin  from  1917-1920.  A 
few  years  later  she  took  up  her  work 
at  Drake  University,  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  as  head  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Education  for  Women  where 
she  has  continued  since. 

Her  close  friends  have  long  known 
that  Miss  Holton  came  from  Oberlin 
with  a strong  sense  of  the  responsibility 
of  the  educated  and  trained  person  to 
his  community  and  the  great  impor- 
tance of  translating  ideas  into  action. 
Her  recent  election,  however,  as  the 
one  woman  member  of  the  first  city 
council  under  the  newly  established 
city  manager  type  of  government  in 
Des  Moines  has  served  to  bring  her 
work  and  her  ideas  into  the  light. 

Central  to  all  considerations  in  any 
sort  of  decision,  Miss  Holton  thinks, 
should  be  the  question  WHAT  WILL 
THIS  ACTION  DO  FOR  HUMAN 
BEINGS?  This  point  of  view  has 
entered  not  only  into  her  class  lectures 
but  into  all  of  the  community  work 
in  which  she  has  participated. 

In  the  field  of  physical  education  she 
has  taken  the  position  that  good  health 
is  a part  of  good  citizenship,  that 
knowledge  of  the  human  body  is  one 
of  the  important  areas  of  learning  for 
the  person  who  would  prepare  himself 
for  effective  living,  and  that  many  so- 
cial problems  will  be  worked  out  as  an 
increasing  number  of  persons  are 
brought  to  an  understanding  of  such 
things  as  the  nature  of  the  human 
nervous  system,  the  character  of  glandu- 
lar activity,  and  the  effect  of  diet  in 
determining  the  nature  of  the  in- 
dividual. But  the  physical,  according 
to  Miss  Holton,  is  to  be  considered  only 
in  terms  of  many  aspect  of  life  — an 
important  part  but  never  a whole. 

Her  sense  that  "participation”  con- 
stitutes the  basis  for  the  best  develop- 
ment of  human  personality  has  caused 
her  to  take  steps  to  organize  her  de- 
partment so  that  students  carry  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  building  of  recrea- 
tional programs  and  go  into  the  world 
beyond  the  university  feeling  that  they 
know  how  to  take  their  part  in  similar 
activities  in  their  community. 

It  was  the  sense  that  the  educated 
person  owed  his  services  to  his  com- 
munity that  caused  her  to  take  an  ac- 
tive part  in  the  dub  and  organizational 
life  of  Des  Moines.  She  has  been 
chairman  of  the  Camp  Committee  of 
Girls  Campfire  since  1935,  a member 


of  the  Board  of  the  Planned  Parent- 
hood league  for  six  years,  chairman  of 
the  Public  Affairs  committee  of  the 
Business  and  Professional  Women's 
league,  a member  of  the  Executive 
board  of  the  Mental  Hygiene  Associa- 
tion of  the  State  of  Iowa,  a member 
of  the  board  of  the  Midwest  Institute 
of  International  Relations,  a member 
of  the  Iowa  Welfare  Asociation,  and, 
in  recent  years,  of  the  newly  organized 
Women’s  Civic  Council  which  includes 
representatives  of  most  of  the  wom- 
en’s organizations  in  the  city  of  Des 
Moines. 

In  the  first  election  for  members  of 
the  five  person  policy-making  City 
Council,  Miss  Holton  was  nominated 
and  supported  by  a group  of  citizens 
who  had  organized  themselves  as  the 
"Good  Government  Committee.”  As 
one  of  the  members  of  the  committee 
put  it,  she  was  to  be  recommended  for 
"exposing  herself  to  the  fire  of  a po- 
litical campaign  and  her  willingness  to 
defend  her  viewpoint  — an  essential 
for  the  council  under  the  city  manager 
plan.” 

As  one  sees  Miss  Holton  today,  it  is 
clear  that  she  finds  the  experience  in- 
teresting and  challenging,  but  in  no 
sense  exceptional.  She  is,  as  she  sees 
it  herself,  simply  doing  what  every 


Character  Assassination 
(Philosophical  Library,  N.  Y.  $3.00) 
the  title  of  the  latest  book  by  Jerome 
Davis,  Oberlin  graduate  and  alumni 
representative  on  the  College  Board  of 
Trustees,  immediately  calls  to  mind 
the  Un-American  Activities  Commit- 
tee of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
the  Martin  Dies  and  Parnell  Thomas 
era.  While  the  book  deals  at  some 
length  with  this  chapter  in  our  recent 
history  — one  of  its  best  sections,  "Who 
Is  Un-American?"  traces  the  work  of 
the  Un-American  Activities  Committee 
from  its  first  days  down  to  the  case  of 
Dr.  Edward  U.  Condon  — the  book 
does  not  limit  its  study  of  "character 
assassination”  to  either  the  present  time 
or  to  alleged  un-Americanism  of  the 
pro-Russian  type.  There  are  chapters 
on  the  assassination  of  the  character  of 
the  Negro  and  Jewish  groups,  labor, 
the  World  and  Federal  Councils  of 
Church,  and  individual  educators. 

The  chapter  in  which  Dr.  Davis  re- 
counts his  own  experience  of  suing 
The  Saturday  Evening  Post  is  a fas- 
cinating story  for  its  personal  interest,

person  should  rightfully  be  doing  — 
that  is,  taking  his  turn  at  carrying  a 
responsibility  to  the  community  of 
which  he  is  a part  with  all  of  the  ex- 
perience, training  and  ability-  that  he 
can  bring  to  bear.  Needless  to  say, 
when  a decision  is  to  be  made  the 
Question  that  is  uppermost  in  her  mind 
is:  WHAT  WILL  THIS  DO  TO  HU- 
MAN BEINGS?  This  approach  is 
hardly  orthodox  — sometimes  it  is 
even  awkward  and  embarrassing  — 
but  Miss  Holton  does  not  seem  to  be 
discouraged. 


but  it  also  reveals  not  only  the  rash 
absurdity  of  so  much  of  this  character 
assassination  but  how  deep  may  be  the 
tangible  wounds  thereof  and  how  dif- 
ficult it  is  for  the  person  attacked  to 
obtain  anything  like  redress,  even  be- 
fore the  law,  not  to  speak  of  public 
opinion. 

The  final  chapter  on  "Recovery  of 
Faith  in  Freedom"  is,  in  this  writer’s 
judgment,  the  best;  partially  because  it 
deals  with  some  of  the  techniques  and 
strategies  offering  promising  antidotes 
to  the  "un-American”  hysteria,  and 
partially  because  of  affirmation  of  the 
goal  of  freedom  which  though  most 
often  neglected,  forgotten  and  attacked 
by  those  on  the  right,  may  also  be  neg- 
lected and  ignored  by  those  who,  re- 
acting against  hysteria  of  the  right,  al- 
low themselves  to  be  provoked  into  a 
hysterical  defense  of  anything  or  any- 
one attacked  from  the  right.

A bit  later  in  the  fall,  the  Mummers’

the  meantime,  Mummers  are  sponsor- 
ing weekly  workshop  meetings  for  dis- 
cussion of  directing  techniques  and 
presentation  of  scenes  from  current 
broadway  "hits.”

Frau  Bonhoeffer  Describes 
Germany's  Expelee  Problem 

Frau  Emmi  Bonhoeffer,  whose  work 
was  described  on  page  22  of  the  Au- 
gust Alumni  Magazine,  visited  Ober- 
lin in  September  and  spoke  at  a special 
assembly  in  Finney  Chapel  and  at  a 
meeting  in  The  First  Church. 

At  the  assembly  she  described  the 
problem  created  by  the  13,000,000 
refugees  in  Western  Germany,  where 
they  form  a third  of  the  German  popu- 
lation and  aggravate  the  housing  and 
job  shortages,  already  acute.  In  her 
own  community,  as  in  others,  the  gov- 
ernment ordered  villagers  to  move  into 
one  room  of  their  houses  and  to  house 
D.P.’s  in  the  remaining  space.  She 
compared  the  effect  of  the  refugees  on 
her  village  with  the  arrival  of  6,000  im- 
migrants in  Oberlin. 

When  the  inevitable  hostility  de- 
veloped between  the  two  groups,  ar- 
bitrators were  appointed  to  ward  off 
trouble.  As  one  of  these,  Frau  Bon- 
hoeffer found  that  she  "needed  neither 
political  knowledge  nor  the  wisdom  of 
Solomon,”  but  only  understanding  for 
and  kindness  to  the  refugees. 

Economic  problems  are  grave.  Cash 
is  scare  and  interest  excessive,  even 
with  strong  guarantees.  Relief  money 
barely  covers  food.  Organizations 
comparable  with  American  CCC  camps 
and  capital  with  which  to  establish 
small  industries  are  urgently  needed. 
Without  the  latter,  unemployment 
continues  acute.  "Unemployment  is 
demoralizing  to  the  older  people,  fatal 
to  youth,”  she  said. 

Fau  Bonhoeffer’s  two  talks  will  soon 
be  available  in  mimeographed  form  at 
the  Publicity  Bureau  in  the  Men’s 
Building.

1 picked  up  the  phone  the  other  day 
and  called  a familiar  number,  456.  The 
shock  given  me  by  the  words  of  the 
bell  girl  on  the  other  end  was  the 
shock  of  realization  that  here  some- 
thing existed  where  there  was  nothing 
before.  The  pleasant  voice  answered, 
"Pyle  Inn  Co-operative.”  Although 
most  students  on  campus  had  watched 
the  co-operative  house  begin  last  spring 
as  the  pet  idea  of  a sub-committee  of 
a sub-committee  of  the  complex  stu- 
dent government  machine,  and  had 
watched  its  subsequent  growth  into 
promises  of  reality,  here  was  the  first 
proof  that  it  was  now  an  accomplished 
fact. 

The  Story  of  A Co-op? . . . 

Fifty-six  students  filed  into  the  din- 
ing room  last  September  18th  and  sat 
down  to  a meal  that  some  of  them  had 
helped  prepare.  Earlier,  some  of  them 
had  purchased  the  food.  And  still 
earlier,  some  of  them  had  helped  get 
the  house  ready  for  the  arrival  of  the 
twenty-eight  women  who  were  to  live 
there.  After  the  meal  was  over,  some 
of  them  washed  the  dishes,  cleaned  the 
dining  room,  and  set  the  tables  for  the 
next  meal.  This  was  the  course  of  ac- 
tion followed  by  members  of  the  co-op 
in  an  effort  to  save  a sizeable  amount 
of  money  in  their  room  and  board  bills. 
No  one  knew  how  much  the  women 
would  save  by  their  co-operative  room- 
ing arrangement,  but  the  twenty-eight 
men  who  ate  with  the  twenty-eight 
women  figured  they  ought  to  save  at 
least  the  60  per  cent  of  their  board  bill 
that  goes  for  overhead  in  other  College 
dining  halls.  That  would  mean  almost 
a two-hundred  dollar  saving  per  year. 

With  the  cost  of  an  Oberlin  educa- 
tion among  the  most  expensive  of 
liberal  arts  colleges,  it’s  no  wonder  stu- 
dents are  turning  to  the  co-op  plan  to 
save  money.  Proved  on  college  cam- 
puses all  over  the  country,  the  plan  for 
co-operative  eating  and  rooming  has 
consistently  demonstrated  that  a col- 
lege education  need  not  cost  as  much  as 
it  does.  Further,  the  co-operatives  have 
demonstrated  that  college  students  are 
capable  and  willing  to  assume  the  re- 
sponsibilities necessary  to  effect  this 
saving.  Of  course,  it  would  be  the 
height  of  naivete  to  suppose  that  most 
college  students  are  ready  or  willing  for 
this  step;  however,  the  number  is  large. 
Last  spring  only  half  the  students  who 
desired  to  take  part  in  the  venture  were 
able  to  because  of  Pyle  Inn's  limited’ 
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physical  facilities.  When  the  present 
participants  have  one  year  of  economi- 
cal living  under  their  belts,  the  number 
of  applicants  will  probably  increase, 
although  the  chances  of  additional  units 
being  added  for  co-op  living  are  un- 
known. 

Looking  back  on  the  history  of  the 
existing  group,  one  gains  an  insight  in- 
to the  probability  of  the  project  for 
success.  Last  January  a committee  was 
set  up  within  the  Dormitory  Council,  a 
body  consisting  of  representatives  from 
each  dorm,  which  is  empowered  to 
make  recommendations  to  the  Student 
Council  on  matters  of  housing,  to  study 
the  feasibility  of  a co-operative  living 
unit  on  campus.  The  group  began  an 
intensive  investigation  of  the  workings 
of  co-ops  on  many  other  college  cam- 
puses. To  some  nearby  colleges  they 
made  visits  to  see  the  dormitories  in 
operation,  and,  on  one  occasion,  mem- 
bers of  a co-op  on  the  Ohio  Wesleyan 
campus  spoke  to  the  group.  As  the 
discussions  within  the  committee  grew 
more  pointed  and  a plan  began  to  take 
form,  an  independent  student  commit- 
tee took  over  the  work,  setting  up  a 
proposal  with  which  to  sound  out  the 
Administration.  The  plan  met  with 
immediate  enthusiasm  from  those  quar- 
ters, and  after  several  false  starts  at 
working  out  the  physical  details,  the 
president  of  the  College  set  up  a fac- 
ulty-administration-student committee 
which  set  to  work  on  the  three  fore- 
most topics  of  structure,  finance,  and 
legality. 

And  How  It  Grew  . . . 

The  membership  policy  finally 
evolving  from  discussions  of  this  com- 
mittee and  from  the  original  co-op 
committee  called  for  a nucleus  of  five 
people  to  be  appointed,  who  in  turn 
selected  five  more,  the  ten  then  com- 
bining to  choose  ten  more,  and  so  on. 
In  this  way  the  entire  complement  was 
chosen.  Of  course,  those  doing  the 
choosing  picked  people  who  would  be 
competent  to  carry  out  their  responsi- 
bilities as  well  as  choosing  a socially 
homogeneous  group.  At  this  stage  in 
the  planning,  qualms  were  raised  that 
the  co-op  might  be  considered  a sort  of 
fraternity  or  sorority  by  students  or 
others  viewing  the  group.  To  allay 
these  fears,  one  of  the  policies  agreed 
upon  was  that  the  organization  would 
be,  "an  open  organization  with  mem- 
bership limited  only  by  lack  of  physical 
facil  i ties,  would  hold  meetings  open  to

campus  radio  station. 

This  year,  as  president  of  the 
Student  Council  and  cartoonist  for 
the  Review,  he  continues  as  an 
active  participant  in  extracurricu- 
lar activities. 

The  editor  feels  sure  that  his 
demonstrated  sound  judgment, 
coupled  with  his  knowledge  of 
student  life,  will  enable  him  to 
bring  Alumni  Magazine  readers  a 
complete , impartial  critique  of 
student  thought  and  activities. 

everyone,  and  encourage  active  partici- 
pation by  all  interested  persons,  with 
voting  privileges  limited  to  members 
of  the  co-op  house  and  dining  hall.” 
The  matter  of  finance  presented  a 
problem  at  first,  but  was  soon  and 
simply  resolved  by  having  each  mem- 
ber of  the  group  prepay  the  entire 
amount  of  the  College  charges  for 
board  and  room  to  the  co-op,  then  to 
refund  whatever  was  left  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Other  financial  and  legal 
matters  such  as  rent  were  ironed  out 
in  discussions  carried  on  during  the 
summer. 

The  governing  body  of  the  co-op  is  a 
House  Council  and  a retinue  of  officers

including  a house  president,  a manager- 
buyer,  a treasurer,  and  several  others. 
The  manager-buyer  has  charge  of  all 
purchasing  and  works  closely  with  the 
first  cook,  a hired  full-time  position. 
In  residence  at  the  house  is  a College- 
approved  person  who  serves  as  a con- 
tact between  the  house  and  the  ad- 
ministration although  having  none  of 
the  duties  assigned  to  house  directors 
in  College-operated  dorms.  Work 
schedules  are  posted  several  weeks  in 
advance  and  commit  each  person  to 
four  or  five  hours  of  work  weekly. 

It  is  impossible  to  judge  what  the 
future  holds  for  the  co-op  house.  If 
the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  evidenced  so 
far  continues,  there  will  be  no  doubt 
of  its  permanency  on  the  campus.  The 
structure  and  planning  are  nearly  fool- 
proof; only  the  morale  and  interest  of 
the  group  can  remain  in  doubt,  and 
that  will  be  tested  by  time.
